A ll H a v e S p eoim en s o f Glold. 


On Thursday of the past week there 
retnrned from the Black Hills the most 
of the party vrbo left Bismarck July 13 
for the New Eldorado. We have inter­ 
viewed nearfy all of the returned party, 
and with one accord they endorse the 
statements Of two of their party, which 
will be found below. For ourselves we 
say freely we have not a shadow of a 
donbt in our minds of the truthfulness 
of those statements. We have gained 
our information with much care, and 
know the fimts are as represented. The 
interview of 
. . 
H. N. BOSS, 
J 
who, it is .well known here, was Gen. 
Custer’s chief miner of last year’s Black 
Hills expedition. He says: We cross­ 
ed the Missouri July 18, and were six­ 
teen days- reaching Dodge’s camp on 
'Ra|>;id Creek, which is not far from the 
center of the present developed gold 
beltj and lies north of Harney’s Peak. 
Five miles on the west side of Bear 
Butte the Indians made a raid on our 


I camp at 10 p. m., fired upon .us, stam- 
peuod our stock, and got away with 
three horses; We had no other diffi­ 
culty with the Indians either, going or 
coming. We remained seventeen days 
in the mining regions, during which 
time we prospected largely, and found 
.PATINO DIBT 
everywhere within the limits of the 
gold belt; and there are plenty, yes 
plenty of claims that pan out ten dob 
lars to the man per day, and twenty 
dollars and over per day have been 
panned out to the man. 
Our party 
made claims, and we also found new 
discoveries that promise richly. There 
have béen from 800 to 1000 men in the 
Hills, and the party tbst went in last 
fftll erected one of the finest stockades 
that ho Ross; ever saw. The troops 
are camped by the side of this stockade. 
• The names of the party who returned 
are H N« Ross; Harry Carahoof, G. W. 
Stone, Mike Smith, A. J. Fisher, Loiiis 
CoituX) Henry Duffcfe, Johnny Ross, 
Omaha Bill, (Who lost a valuable horse 
by accident at Dead Horse Creek, and 
walked the balance of the way,) G. W. 
Thorp, “Capt. Jack,” and “Strangfer 
Jim.” Those that remained in the Hills 
prospecting Were D. McCall, “Honest” 
Collins and M. Nolan; the latter will 
probably return to the States via anoth­ 
er route, as they number so few. 
Ross had an interview with Prof. 
Jenny, in which he, Jenny, stated that 
he was greatly pleased with the country 
and its prospects. 
Returning our party struck a due 
northeast course regardless of trails, 
and made the trip, from the center of 
^he mining belt to Bismarck ip eight 
days and a half. The route we travel­ 
ed, with the exception of a very few 
miles of rough country, which is easily 
ávoided, is entirely feasible for a wagon 
route, and there is an abundance of 
grass, timber, and sweet water Along 
(ho entire" route. There was plenty of

found before long. Swift Cre^ is the 
largest steam, and is located )n about 
the center of the gold belt. Everywhere;

This party, all of them, had the glit­ 
tering specimens, along with them, and 
we learn that coarser gold, shot gold, 
flake gold, flour gold, nugget gold and 
gold in quartz hare been d|scoYeTed, 
and the coarse gold, which is the kind 
our “boys” brought hac^ is very heavy 
and easily mined.

THE BLACK HILLS- 
A Leotare by Judge J. S. Carvelle—

Ty shows -at onde that' the Judge feels' 
himself perfectly master of thjem, andi 
his portraitures of mining experiences;
